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Continuation of Substantance of Interview including description of the general nature of 
what was agreed to if an agreement was reached, or any comments: the examiner 
respectfully agrees to enter the amended claims 1 and 8 filed 10/20/2005. Applicant 
argues that Imai et al do not disclose with respect to claims 1 and 8 recited "a sound 
data erasing device that erases the sound data from the sound data storage device if all 
of the written information is erased from the input area". In response, the examiner 
respectfully disagrees with respect to claims 1 and 8. As discussed infra, the examiner 
finds that in Fig. 4, col. 13, lines 13-18, Imai et al disclose Fig. 4 with respect to portion 
"C" of the first table, the sound/pictures such as conversations, actions and scenes 
during playing back the sound/pictures are recorded. These sound/pictures are linked 
with an input event of "play back" linked with a location on the screen. Thereby, this 
record is also selectively played back later by the mechanism shown in Fig. 8(a). Thus, 
the stroke data includes the sound/pictures data. Imai et al further disclose a sound data 
erasing device that erases the sound data [when a virtual "eraser" for erasing the stroke 
data including the sound data/picture data as shown in Fig. 4 is used, an identifier of 
"erase" is entered in the attribute field in portion "A" of the first table/memory, col. 7, 
lines 1-3] from the sound data storage device [an input event storage section 3, see Fig. 
1] if all of the written information is erased from the input area [Fig. 4 of Imai et al. 
expressly shows the pen is set as the "eraser mode" when the pen is upside down to 
erase the stroke data including the sound/picture data in the input area (a tablet area, 
Figs. 1 and 4)]. Therefore, the rejection is maintained.
